A PRICELESS CLERK 


What qualifications are necessary 
in a good clerk. Advertisements say 
‘must be obliging, industrious and 
know the business.’’ But to satisfy 
the many-minded public, he must 
have a hundred other qualifications. 
He must be interested, but not too 
interested, he must display his bar¬ 
gains without being insistent, he 
must keep his temper under great 
provocation, he must accept blame 
for mistakes often not his own, he 
must cheerfully waste time present¬ 
ing goods to aimless “shoppers,” he 
must naturally like people. 

Above all that, a small town clerk 
develops a particularly keen know¬ 
ledge of those with whom he deals. 
He knows the circumstances of his 
customers, what they can afford. He 
knows the straggly-minded who have 
to be guided, and the ones who re¬ 
sent suggestions. 

He is a compendium of knowledge, 
having latest report on Mx. Jones’ 
rheumatism, Mrs. Smith’s baby and 
general family conditions. He knows 
with startling accuracy what people 
like to eat and could describe in fair 
detail their daily meals. Or he knows 
at a glance, the kinds of clothing 
which are most likely to appeal. He 
knows that people appreciate, far 
beyond its cent value, the good meas¬ 
ure "thrown in.” The occasional 
generous gesture goes far to cement 
goodwill. If he has the strength of 
mind to advise his buyers sincerely, 
in their purchase he establishes him¬ 
self as a rock of dependability. His 
customers are not transients, but 
customers for today and tomor¬ 
row. 

In short, the ideal small town clerk 
may become a guide, counsellor and 
friend; a sort of superman in his own 
s m a 11 sphere. His personality 
draws people and holds them. If he 
has the magic gift of contact, his 
value is far beyond the mere commer 
dal reckoning. We have many of 
him in our own little town.

The town council in offering to 
supply free of cost, suitable trees for 
planting on boulevards, is giving ev¬ 
ery encouragement to a definite tree 
planting program. If every proper¬ 
ty owner, who has not already done 
so, would avail himself of this oppor¬ 
tunity to do his share in beautifying 
nis street .it is not difficult to fore¬ 
see the time, a few years hence, when 
the whole town would be tree em¬ 
bowered.

.w suggestion that the streets op- 
I posite vacant lots be also boulevard- 
ed and planted', would bring about a 
j .eaier uniformity of result. There 
is no one feature which so contrib- 
'utes a home-loving, restful atmos¬ 
phere in a town, as a wealth of trees. 
Every man who plants a tree gives 
something to following generations.

The Alberta legislature makes 
many laws and introduces amend¬ 
ments to other laws that make it ra¬ 
ther difficult for the average man to 
keep in touch with the multitude of 
restrictions placed upon the statute 
books. Not long ago auto drivers’ 
licenses were added to the list, and 
there are probably many people who 
are not aware of such a law. Thress- 
ers’ licenses must be secured, shoot¬ 
ing licenses must be paid for, and the 
farmer cannot sell eggs direct to the 
consumer without infringing an Al¬ 
berta law. It looks as if we are tre¬ 
mendously burdened with laws and 
restrictions that make it difficult to 
live a law-abiding life. However, 
with these laws included in our stat¬ 
ute books, why does the government 
not appraise the people of their laws 
by publishing a synopsis of same in 
the country newspapers. 

As a consequence of the lack of 
publicity many law-abiding citizens 
are innocently violating the laws of 
the land. The sane way of advising 
the public of these new pieces of leg¬ 
islature is through the press of the 
province.—Innisfai) Province.

They are quick to render service in 
the interests of their readers and 
their respective district. 

It is a bit disappointing though, to 
follow the government’s policy of 
rushing to the weeklies, for free co 
operation in public health or jigricul 
tural emergencies, while coldly pass 
tng up the Same journals when it 
comes to a reasonable plan of paid 
advertising such as is adopted in oth¬ 
er provinces of Canada.' —'Hanna

VICE ROYALTY BEST 


PREPARING HIS BUDGET 

* The Minister of Finance, Hon. 
Charles Dunning ia laboring under 
severe handicaps these days. He is 
preparing his budget under condi¬ 
tions which no minister ever faced 
before. The budget is more compre¬ 
hensive than for many years by 
the iron and steel tariff revision. He 
is new to the portfolio, his deputy 
minister is dead and his assistant 
deputy is in jail. More serious to 
him than all these drawbacks, is the 
fact that Mrs. Dunning is quite ill 
and must enter hospital for treat 
ment. His job is a big one, but Dun¬ 
ning is a very capable man and he 
may be depended upon to make good. 


The Manchester Guardian makes 
suggestion, surprising to many 
readers, that Canada might follow 
the example of Australia and recom¬ 
mend a Canadian as -the next Gover¬ 
nor-General of Canada. 

it is doubtful if this suggestion 
will be received -.with any great 
interest by dwellers in the Dominion 
It may be true, as the Manchester 
Guardian says, that it ia a natural 
:xperiment following along the road 
of autonomy. But so far, there has 
been no expression of any such de¬ 
sire on the part of Canadians. 

The Governor-General as represen¬ 
tative of the Crown, has always been 
someone intimately associated with 
the King of England. Of late years 
it has been his office to serve as a 
sort of interpreter between the Do- 
jiion and the King. By gradual 
process, his duties have become large 
ly cetemonial and diplomatic, rather 
than afctual. The people of Canada 
accord him the welcome, befitting the 
representative of the Head of the 
Empire. 

It is doubtful if a Canadian would 
'fill this position in the same way. It 
is doubtful if the appointment of a 
Canadian would meet the pleasure of 
the majority of people. It would be 
difficult to detach the office, from 
elements of political life and this 
would rouse dissension. 

Vice Royalty seems best fitted to 
represent Royalty. 

The new co-operative oil move¬ 
ment is going forward with rapid 
strides and has already resulted in 
the lowering of prices by one oil cor¬ 
poration.

ORIGIN OF RED FIFE 

Mr. Steve Morrison told at a re¬ 
cent meeting, an interesting story of 
the start of Red Fife wheat. In the 
days of early settlement in Ontario, 
a Scotchman named Fife, found that 
any wheat sown was apt to ripen too 
late in the season. So, oifte on a re¬ 
turn trip to Scotland, he went to the 
docks where wheat came in from 
many ports, to see if he could pur¬ 
chase something good. He saw the 
fine well-filled kernels of a shipload 
brought in from the Baltic, and fin¬ 
ally managed to get a bushel of that 
wheat. 

On returning to Ontario, he sowed 
the wheat and watched it closely. To 
his disappointment he soon found out 
that it was not spring wheat and 
was entirely unsuitable, all except 
one kernel which sprouted, its stalk 
strong and firm. He guarded this 
growth from this one kernel, day 
and night. It developed wonderfully 
and in the fall yielded him hard, full 
kernels of golden wheat. He saved 
these, planting them the following 
year in a special spot. He got a big¬ 
ger yield, and continued year by year 
finding it. an ideal wheat for Cana¬ 
dian climate. By and by he had suf¬ 
ficient to send a little sample out 
to Manitoba, where it proved a suc¬ 
cess. The yield increased in the 
course of years, and from that one 
kernel of wheat from the Baltics, 
there developed the Red Fife wheat 
which sprang from Canadian soil in 
thousands of bushels, and was the sat 
isfactory answer to what for so many 
years.

Tluring the perjwd from April 8 to 
14, 210,000 bushels of grain were 
shipped by the Lethbridge division 
of the C.P.R. Grain held in store was 
reduced by 156,000 bushels, indicat¬ 
ing that 54,000 bushels had been mar 
keted during that period. 

To date a total of 29,147,000 bush¬ 
els of wheat have been shipped along 
with 1,036,000 bushels of other 
grains. At the present time 5,675,- 
000 bushels of wheat are in store at 
elevators with other grains to the 
amount of'305,000 bushels. 

This makes a total of 36,162,000 
bushels of all grains marketed on the 
Lethbridge division since August 1 
last. _

It is a great temptation for the 
town gardiner to get on the land as 
soon as the first bright day appears. 
He must however, guard against the 1 
mistake of sowing seed too early. He 
forgets the cold, frosty weather that 
is likely to come at intervals for 
some time yet, and all too often, seed 
that goes in the ground too early, 
will not germinate or will be killed 
by frost after germination. 

The kinds of flowers which may be 
sowed early and which will stand 
their fuH share of frost are sweet 
alyssum, cosmos, California poppy, 
sweet pea, candytuft, cornflowers, 
larkspur. These may be sown as 
soon as the ground is dry. 

Those flowers which should not be 
sowq' till the soil is warm and all 
frost danger is over: nasturtium, 
zinnia, aster, stocks, snapdragon, 
marigold. Gladiolus may be planted 
early, but dahlias are more tender. 
Geranium, petunias and bedding 
plants should not be set out till frost 
danger is over. 

Amongst vegetables the rule is to 
sow those of which the leaves are 
eaten, first. These include lettuce, 
cress, spinach and radish. Next in 
line are bulbous root vegetables, par¬ 
snips, beets, onions, carrots, early 
turnips, which may go in shortly af¬ 
ter leaf vegetables. The garden pea 
is not so delicate as is imagined, and 
can be planted earlier, than the av- 
erge gardener thinks. They can stand 
a little frost and can come through 
a late snow storm in safety. Biggest 
and best crops have been produced 
when peas are planted early. Beans 
are more delicate. Later sown vege¬ 
tables are most started in greenhous¬ 
es and are cucumbers, squash, cauli¬ 
flower, cabbages, tomatoes.

Extending the big production area 
practically to the south end of the 
Home lease, and apparently proving 
up every remaining acre of the prop¬ 
erty of the Home, Freehold- 2 and 
Wellington blew in with big flows of 
wet gas on Thursday last.

Th e Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
has issued a splendid little handbook 
entitled “Canada, 1930,” which is a 
perfect encyclopedia of present con¬ 
ditions and recent progress in the 
Dominion. 

If there are any people who have 
the blues in regard to Canada, they 
might well peruse this little volume. 
Evne the best informed of us hardly 
appreciate the progress Canada has 
made this century. For instance, in 
1901 the total value of the field crops 
of Canada was $237,682,285, and last 
year $986,986,000. Again in 1901 the 
total value of our wheat exports 
were only $6,871,939 and in 1929, 
$428,524,326. Our exports at the be¬ 
ginning of the century were $177,431, 
386 and our imports $177,939,919, a 
total of $355,362,305. By 1929 the 
total foreign trade had reached $2,- 
629,265,763, the exports being $1,363 
586,672 and imports $1,265,629,091. 
The total bank deposits in 1,901 were 
$349,573,327 and last year this had 
grown to $2,610,594,865. The total 
life insurance in force in 1901 was 
$463,769,034, and by 1929 life insur¬ 
ance totaled over $4,600,000,000.

Perhaps the strongest factor in 
breeding bitterness and discord in the 
child-parent relationship has been too 
much insistence on authority or too 
much persistence in demands. Some¬ 
times even permanent estrangement 
and loss of mutual love has resulted 
through this conflict of wills. 

One writer goes so far as to say; 
“Childhood is the most pitiable of 
earth’s slaveries, perhaps the only 
one that can never be dissolved.” 

Overstrong language, yet it holds 
an unhappy truth. For many of us 
insisf on an obedience from our child 
ren that we need not ever dare de¬ 
mand from any other than our dogs. 
Many parents love to exercise author 
lty and to make our children obey 
our slightest word. And we would 
do well to ask ourselves: “Is it for 
the good of the child or because I 
like to impose my will on him, that 1 
insist on obedience?” 

This difficult virtue of obedience 
has however to be inculcated and in¬ 
sisted upon, but only at the right 
time and in the right place and al¬ 
ways with gentleness and modera¬ 
tion. 

Some recommendations toward win 
ning this necessary obedience are: 
(1) punctuality, from the time of in¬ 
fancy in feeding, tyithing, sleeping, 
etc.; (2) positive rather than nega¬ 
tive commands. Usually the first 
words a baby hears are “don’t” or 
“stop” or “no.’’ With older children 
especially, it is so much better to "use 
the positive. For instance “put on 
your rubbers,” is so ' much better 
than “don’t go out without your rub¬ 
bers.” “Walk on the paths” is bet¬ 
ter than “don’t walk on the grass.’’ 

This, while harder for the parent, 
is more wholesome for the child, and 
teaches ■ self-development, self-mas- 
_tetlt4-Q r the parent. — 

. Up to the time self-consciousness 
appears, a child should be trained in 
obedience, but care should he taken 
not to make this virture an unwel¬ 
come or difficult one.
